CONTRACT LET 
FOR AIR MAIL 


OTTAWA—The experimental stage 
in air mail service is passing in Can- 
ada as illustrated by the documents 
that were tabled in the house of com- 
mons Saturday relative to the con- 
tracts which have been let by the 
government for transportation by air 
of his majesty’s mails to various parts 
of the country. During the naviga- 
tion season on the St Lawrence river 
four single trips a week will be made, 
Risouski-Montreal, by the Canadian 
Trans-Continenta) Aairways Limited, 
at a rate of $125 per flying mile, The 
distance 1s 330 miles, and the annual 
cost of this service will run to $49,500. 

From Montreal to Ottawa, 110 miles, 
the same company will transport mail 
by air, making two trips a week at 
an annual cost of $8,250. 

The distance of $30 miles between 
Montreal and Toronto will be covered 
for the season by the Canadian Air 
ways Limited for $49,500 per anaum. 
All of these contracts have been let 
for four seasons, 

A servica between Montreal and 
Albany has been arranged for al} the 
year round, The Canadian Colonlal 
Airways Limited will carry out this 
at a maximum cost per annum of 
$93,900.

CANADIAN LEGION 
TO REPRESENT 
EX.SERVICE MEN 

The Manitoba Free Press presents 
the case of the Canadian Legion 
request to represent officially ex-ser- 
vice men, 

The request of the Canadian Legion 
that it alone be recognized by the 
provincial and federal governments 
as Officially representing the ex-ser- 
vice men, is claimed by the Legion to 
be solely due to the desire to be able 
to present a united front and thus 
achieve more in the interest of the 
veterans and their dependents; and 
it is also claimed to be the system 
adopted in Great Britain and in the 
United States, In Britain, it is said, 
the British Legion represents the in- 
terests of all the veterans and the 
Legion is represented on various 
bodies appointed by the government. 
In the United States, which has a 
number of ex-service men’s associa- 
tions, the federal government recog: 
nizes the American Legion, the Red 
Cross, which does much work for the 
ex-service men and the American 
Veterans of Foreign wars, which cor- 
responds to the Amputation associa- 
tion in Canada and deals only with 
& special class of service cases. The 
ex-service men in general in the 
United States are officially representd 
by the American Legion, 

The Canadian Legion has among 
its members an overwhelming major- 
ity of organized veterans and it is 
handling something like 95 per cent. 
of the service work, including many 


applications from veterans who are 
outside its ranks, The service work, 
of course, is of great importance to 
the veterans and it is stated by oflic- 
jals of the Legion that the work is 
handicapped by differences and the 
appearance of disunion in dealing with 
governmental authorities. Earl Haig, 
of honored memory, earnestly coun- 
selled and sought the amalgamation 
of veterans’ organizations in Canada 
in order that, with a united front, they 
might accomplish more for the ex- 
service men in everything affecting 
their interests. The union movement 
was not entirely successful, but the 
Legion regards it as a matter of prac- 
tical expediency that it should be re- 
cognized by the governments as the 
one body with which it should deal 
in connection with the affairs of ex- 
service men, Officials of the Legion 
disavow any desire to dominate merely 
for the sake of dominating or of at 
tempting to force other associations 
to join the Legion. They say that the 
interests of ex-service men require a 
united front and that, since they are 
doing by far the greater part of the 
work, they should be allowed

RAIL COMMISSIONERS

OTTAWA—The board of railway 
commissioners will probably intervene 
with respect to the refusal of the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
Pacific Railways to permit an inter- 
line movement with respect to Alberta 
coal to Ontario. Several of the com- 
missioners are said to have conferred 
with railway officials on the matter 
and have taken it under further ad- 
visement, The railways have taken 
it upon themselves to interpret the 
coal movement order-in-council as pro- 
viding only for a rate for a movement 
on one line, and that transfer priv- 
ileges over other lines are not includ- 
ed. 

This would mean discrimination
